1. Recently the Chinese have shown an interest in expanding con- 
tacts with US officials on matters relating to security: 

-- Four Americans (3 uniformed) visited China 
with the Canadian Imperial Defense College. 

-- The Chinese have approved the visit of a 
delegation from the National Defense University to 
China. 

-- The Chinese have shown a much more positive 
attitude in recent contacts with our military attaches 
overseas. 

These moves were made in the context of an improving atmosphere in bi- 
lateral US-Chinese relations. As you are aware, the Chinese have made 
inquiries about weapons sales from the West and we are currently ex- 
amining the possibility of arms sales to the PRC. In addition, the 
Chinese have made approaches on intelligence exchange with the Italians, 
the Germans and the Japanese, 


2. Last fall I went to China as an identified intelligence officer 
and had a number of interesting exchanges with my Chinese hosts. On 4 April
